Peter describes 
them (false teachers) as being like Ba- 
laam. 2 Peter 2:15. “Which have forsak- 
en the right way, and are gone astray, 
following the way of Balaam the son of 
Bosor, who loved the wages of unright- 
eousness.” I wish I had a trumpet to send 
out to the whole world what I feel in my 
being. As I sit here and write I feel in- 


spired and unctionized to preach sound 
doctrine more than ever. Surely it won’t 
be long until the God of the heavens 
will send His Son back to the world to 
gather out His elect. Oh, there are su 
many who love the wages of unright- 
eousness and are just like Balaam who was 
anxious only to make a market of his 
gift. Num, 22:5. Why, there are great 
leaders who won’t go in themselves nor 
suffer them that would go in to enter.

HOLINESS 

Holiness is moral and spiritual purity. 
A Christian’s heart is made pure by the 
precious blood of the Son of God. In or- 
der to possess this divine grace of holi- 
ness, the Christian must also be filled 
with the pure love of God. 1 John 4:16- 
20. 

We obtain holiness through the blood 
of Christ. Heb. 9:11-15. Here the writer 
is telling us how we may obtain holi- 
ness through the shed blood of Christ. 
Under the law they had a ceremonial 
cleansing, the blood of bulls and goats 
and the ashes of an heifer. This was only 
ceremonial cleansing. In verse 14 the 
writer tells us, ““How much more | shall 
the blood of Christ, who through the 
eternal Spirit offered himself without 


spot to God, purge your conscience frora 
dead works to serve the living God.” 
Here we find that it was through the of- 
fering of Christ that we can be made 
holy. Read Heb. 13:12. 

The standard of holiness in the Word. 
1 Peter 1:15-17. Here Peter is referring 
the people to Lev. 11:44 where God said, 
“But as he which hath called you is holy, 
so be ye holy in all manner of conversa- 
tion, because it is written, Be ye holy for 
I am holy.” Now this is spelled h-o-l-y 
and every time the Bible mentions God 
being holy it is spelled the same way. We 
see that we can be holy, and at least as 
holy as our example—Jesus. God has 
made provision for our holiness, and any- 
thing short of this would be beneath the 
Bible standard. 2 Peter 3:11, “Seeing 
then that all these things shall be dis- 
solved, what manrer of persons ought 
ye to be in all holy conversation and 
godliness.”” Here Peter is warning the peo- 
ple to be holy in all their conversation, 
for truly we are hastening on to the com- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ. Col. 1:22, 
‘In the body of his flesh through death, 
to present you holy and unblameable and 
unreproveable in his sight.” 

How produced. tph. 1:4, “According 
as he hath chesen us in him before the 
foundation of the world, that we should 
be holy and without blame before him in 
love.” Here Paul explains to us how long 
it has been since God provided the plan 
by which we can be made holy. Eph. 4: 
24, “And that ye put on the new man, 
which after God is created in righteous- 
ness and true holiness.” The new man 
spoken of in this verse comes after the 
old man is crucified and the carnal mind 
destroyed, then comes righteousness and 
true holiness. 

How maintained. 1 Tim. 4:12, “Let 
no man despise thy youth; but be thou 
an example of the believers, in word, ‘n 
conversation, in charity, in spirit, in 
faith, in purity.” Here we are admonished 
to be an example in word and in conver- 
sation, in charity which is godly love, 
and faith and purity. These are the fruits 
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of a holy life. 2 Tim. 2:21, “If a man 
therefore purge himself from these, he 
shall be a vessel unto honour, sanctified, 
and meet for the master’s use, and pre- 
pared unto every good work.” After the 
blood of Jesus is applied and we are made 
holy, then we are to put forth great 
effort and exercise great care in all our 
deportment so that we may be able to 
maintain this good experience. We have 
power to control our speech and to re- 
main silent at the time of trials or 
thrusts. By this method we may purge 
ourselves from things that are not holy. 
The blood does its perfect work but we 
are to put forth great effort and exer- 
cise care in our general deportment. 

Its vital necessity. Heb. 12:14, 15, 
“Follow peace with all men, and holiness, 
without which no man_ shall see the 
Lord: Looking diligently lest any man 
fail of the grace of God; lest any root ot 
bitterness springing up trouble you, and 
thereby many be defiled.”” Here we have 
the plain statement that without holiness 
no man shall see the Lord, so holiness is 
one of the most necessary graces for it 
certainly will take a holy life to be able 
to enter the joys of heaven, and we 
should be very careful not to let any root 
of bitterness spring up and thereby cause 
us to lose our experience of holiness. 

SANCTIFIED WHOLLY 

“And the very God of peace sanctify 
you wholly; and I pray God your whole 
spirit and soul and body be preserved 
blameless unto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ,” 1 Thess. 5:23. Here we see 
that man can be sanctified w-h-o-l-l-y. 
This means spirit, soul, and body. Man 
is a trinity and it means that the entire 
man can be so cleansed, purified, and 
kept that he can be a holy trinity. This 
proves beyond all shadow of a doubt that 
provision made for holiness by the Lord 
through His Son, can be obtained and 
lived in this life. Some claim that this 
experience is obtained after death, but all 
the references in the Bible and the exam- 
ples cited prove that we obtain _ this 
while living, Some think that when we 
are wholly sanctified that there is no 
room for displeasure. I claim that when 
people obtain this experience their sense 
of honor is intensified and they can be 
grieved and insulted until their very 
spirit will cry out to God, but they do 
not become angry and commit sin. God 
has made provision for everything and 
when the blood is applied then we are to 
live up to the standard laid down in His 
Word. We still retain our human body, 
but the carnal part is destroyed in sanc- 
tification. Our final redemption will take 
place at the resurrection of the dead in 
Christ and those who are alive and re- 
main are changed. It is-at this time that 
we get our glorified bodies and the hu- 
man is changed. 1 Thess. 4:13-16. 
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TREASURES—NEW AND OLD FROM FAR AND NEAR

THE PRAYER OF FAITH 

Entire consecration to God is indispen- 
sable to the prayer of faith. You must 
live a holy life, and consecrate all to 
God—your time, talents, influence—all 
you have, and all you are to be His en- 
tirely. Read the lives of pious men, and 
you will be struck with this fact: that 
they used to set apart times to renew 
their covenant and dedicate themselves 
anew to God, and whenever they have 
done so, a blessing has always followed 
immediately. 

If you would pray in faith, be sure to 
walk every day with God. If you do, He 
will tell you what to pray for. Be filled 
with the Spirit and He will give you ob- 
jects enough to pray for. He will give 
you as much of the spirit of prayer as 
you have strength of body to bear. 

Said a good man to me, “Oh, I am dy- 
ing for want of strength to pray. My 
body is crushed, the world is on me, and 
how can I forbear praying?” I have 
known that man to go to bed absolutely 
sick for weakness and faintness, under 
the pressure, and I have known him to 
pray as if he would do violence to heav- 
en and then I have seen the blessing come 
as plainly in answer to his prayer as if it 
were revealed, so that no person would 
doubt it any more than if God had spok- 
en from heaven. Shall I tell you how he 
died? He prayed more and more, and he 
used to take the map of the world before 
him and pray, and look over the differ- 
ent countries and pray for them till he 
absolutely expired in his room praying. 
Blessed man! He was the reproach of the 
ungodly, and of carnal professors, but a 
favorite in heaven and a prevailing prince 
of prayer. 

Remarks: 

1. Persons who have not known by ex- 
perience what this is (the prayer of 
faith) have great reason to doubt their 
piety. This is by no means uncharitable. 
Let them examine themselves. I¢ is to he 
feared that they understand prayer a» 
Nicodemus did the new birth. They have 
not walked with God and you cannot 
describe it to them, any more than you 
can describe a beautiful painting to a 
blind man who cannot see colors. Many 
professors can understand about the 
prayer of faith just as much as a blind 
man does of colors. 

2. There is reason to believe millions 
are in hell because professors have nox 
offered the prayer of faith. When they 
had promises under their eye, they had 


not faith enough to use them. Thus par- 
ents let their children, even baptized chil- 
dren, go down to hell because they woul 
not believe the promises of God. Doubt- 
less many women’s husbands have gone to 
hell, when they might have prevailed 
with God and saved them. The signs of 
the times and the indications of Provi- 
dence were favorable, perhaps, and the 
Spirit of God prompted desires for their 
salvation. They had evidence enough to 
believe that God was ready to grant the 
blessing, and if they had only prayed in 
faith, God would have granted it, but 
God turned it away because they would 
not discern the signs of the times. 

3. You say, “This leaves the church 
under a great load of guilt.” True, it 
does so, and no doubt multitudes will 
stand up before God covered all over with 
the blood of souls that have been lost 
through their want of faith. The prom- 
ises of God accumulated in their Bibles 
will stare them in the face and weigh 
them down to hell. 

4. Many protessors of religion live so 
far from God that to talk to them abour 
the prayer of faith is unintelligible. Very 
often the greatest offense possible to 
them is to preach about this kind of 
prayer. 

5. I want to ask the professors a few 
questiors. Do you know what it is to 
pray in faith? Did you ever pray this 
way? Have you ever prayed till your 
mind was assured that the blessing would 
come—till you felt that rest in God, that 
confidence, as perfect as if you saw God 
come down from heaven to give it to 
you? If not, you ought to examine your 
foundation. How can you live without 
praying in faith at all? How do you live 
in view of your children, while you have 
no assurance whatever that they will be 
converted? One would think that you 
would go deranged. I know a father in the 
West; he was a good man, but had erro- 
neous views respecting the prayer of faith, 
and his whole family of children were 
grown up and not one of them converted. 
Finally his son sickened and seemed about 
to die. The Father prayed, the son grew 
worse, and seemed to be sinking into the 
grave without hope. The father prayed 
until his anguish was unutterable, He 
went at last and prayed (there seemed to 
be no prospect of his son’s life) but he 
poured out his soul as if he would not be 
denied, till at length he got the assurance 
that his son would not only live but be 
converted, and not only this one but his 
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whole family would be converted ro God. 
He came into the house and told his fam- 
ily his son would not die. They were as- 
tonished at him, 

“T tell you,” said he, “he won’t die, and 
no child of mine will ever die in his 
sins.”” 

That man’s children were 
verted years ago. 

What do you think of that? Was that 
fanaticism? If you believe so, it is be- 
cause you know nothing about the mat- 
ter. Do you live in such a manner that 
you can offer such prayer for your chil. 
dren? I know that children of profes- 
sors may sometimes be converted in an- 
swer to the prayer of somebody else. But 
ought you to live so? Dare you trust to 
the prayers of others, when God calls 
you to sustain this most important rela- 
tion to your children. 

Finally see what combined efforts are 
made to dispose of the Bible. The wicked 
are for throwing away the threatenings 
of the Bible, ard the church, the prom- 
ises, and what is there left? Between 
them, they leave the Bible a blank. I say 
it is love. What are our Bibles good for 
if we do not lay hold on their precious 
promises and use them as the ground of 
our faith, when we pray for the blessing 
of God? You had better send your Bibles 
to the heathen, where they will do some 
good, if you are not going to believe and 
use them. I have no evidence that there 
is much of this prayer now in _ this 
church or in this city, and what will be- 
come of it? What will become of your 
children? Your neighbors? The wicked? 
—Charles Finney.

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MY TRIP TO EUROPE 
By J. H. INGRAM 

Death seemed to be riding the waves 
from the time I left Central America, 
but it never came near me, and I had a 
very nice trip. The ship that brought 
me to Panama had a passenger to die on 
the last trip up, and the body was bur- 
ied at sea. Incidentally, our General Over- 
seer, Brother J. H. Walker, was a pas- 
senger on this trip, yet I doubt if he 
knew about the man dying, as these cases 
are not given much publicity. On the 
next stage of my European trip, a pas- 
senger either fell, or jumped overboard, 
the last night at sea, and his body was 
never recovered. Then one of the com- 
pany officials died on the way across the 
Atlantic, and our ship was called upon 
to transport the body to France, 

The trip to England was made on the 
S. S. “Cuba” of the French Line, which 
made port calls in Dominica, B. W. 1., 
and Martinique and Guadeloupe in the 
French West Indies. In Fort de France 
Martinique, I met a former traveling 
companion, Mr. Narrad Maharaj—an East 
Indian merchant—by chance, and he 
showed me no little kindness, by donat- 
ing the use of his nice car and showing 
me about the Island. We were taken to 
see the rose gardens and pretty suburban 
home of Dr. Ernest P. Rodulfo, D. D. S., 
a prominent dentist of the city. While 
the mistress was busy preparing refresh- 
ments we listened to a radio broadcast 
from America, and I took advantage of 
the time to give a short prophetical lec- 
ture, basing my talk on such modern 
inventions as the wireless, etc. The com- 
pany of friends gathered on the occasion, 
seemed to be very much interested, the 
lot of them being Catholic and Hindu. 
The doctor then got out his 1937 Packard 
“8” and took me on another wide tour, 
returning to the ship just before it sailed. 
I had not intended to visit the French 
Colonies, but my booking agent rout7d 
me this way at the last, there being no 
vacancies on the ship with which I had 
originally booked passage. This is just 
to show how we are welcomed every- 
where, and of the opportunities to wit- 
ness for the Lord, among all classes, from 
the lowest to the highest. I met one Ser- 
geant Major of the Trinidad Volunteers, 
who was en route to England for the 
Coronation of King George VI. He asked 
me if I was going to the Coronation, and 
I said, “Yes, I am going to the Coron- 
tion of The King of kings one of these 
davs before long, don’t you want to 








come along?” This man was with the 
British army when the city of Jerusalem 
surrendered to them in 1917, and was on 
his way to stand in the presence of the 
king to receive a new coronation uni- 
form, and have a medal pinned on his 
breast. I told him I expected to stand be- 
fore “The King” some day and receive 
a robe and a crown. We walked up and 
down the deck of the ship for about two 
hours, while I preached Jesus to him, as 
fast as I could get out the words. He 
was greatly impressed and asked me to 
write him. 

On the way out from Martinique we 
passed the famous volcano Mt. Pellee, 
that rained death and destruction upon 
several thousand people, during the erup- 
tions of May 8 and Aug. 30, 1902. We 
took a diagonal course from the French 
West Indies to Plymouth, England, cross- 
ing the Atlantic in ten days. On the way 
over I met an American business man 
from Detroit, Mich. who was a skeptic 
about the Christian religion, the authen- 
ticity of the Bible, etc.—just an infidel, 
in plain words—and he launched an at- 
tack at once, making a big display of 
meaningless words and sentences. If God 
ever helped a poor man he helped me and 
the argument was soon settled in favor 
of God and the Bible, with a goodly 
number of fellowpassengers standing in 
their defense. I told him the Christian re- 
ligion embraced the highest standard of 
morals known to the world, and that the 
“golden rule” “principle was the bes: 
method to adopt in governing our con- 
duct here, should there not even be any 
hereafter. But suppose, when death is 
staring you in the face you find that 
there is a “hereafter”, you'll be left in a 
sad plight, won’t you? I am _ made to 
think of a “no-hellite” preacher who de- 
livered a sermon in a certain church and 
wanted to know if they would like to 
have him preach again on a certain date. 
One old brother jumped up and - said, 
“No! If your doctrine is right, we don’t 
need you, and if it is wrong vou are an 
imposter and we don’t want you.” My 
infidel friend was up at 4:30 a. m. to 
farewell me on arrival in England, and 
stood on deck looking until we were lost 
to view in the early morning mist. 


IN GREAT BRITAIN 
Our company was made up largely of 
colonial officials and lay-delegates en 
route to the Coronation of King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth, among _ the 
group being one governor, so most of the 
usual formalities gone through with at 
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ports of entry were dispensed with, and 
we were soon on board the special train 
that was waiting with steam up. The 
main line was opened up clear through 
to London, and it was just four hours 
from the time the engineer pulled down 
on the throttle until we went rolling in- 
to Paddington station—226 miles dis- 
tant. The trains in England are queer 
looking things in comparison to our 
American designs. The engines look like 
big yard engines and have ugly plung- 
er-style bumpers protruding at either 
side, and these are surmounted with heavy 
steel disks. The whistles are little things, 
more adapted to use on a one horse-power 
stationary engine. But say! they are 
powerful, fast and smooth running! The 
interior appointments usually border on 
the luxurious style, ordinary third class 
comparing favorably with Pullman serv- 
ice on some roads. The coaches are di- 
vided up into little compartments at the 
side, holding from six to sixteen passen- 
gers, as a rule. 


It was the first week in May when we 
arrived in England, and the countryside 
was beautiful—beyond description — «s 
was that of Wales. There were the pretty 
green hills with the little farms marked 
out checkerboard style by the 
fences, and with many rivers of clear 
water, fed by clear, sparkling brooks. One 
does not see the unsightly dumps along 
the English railways, like in some coun- 
tries. Instead, the right of way is gen- 
erally planted with fruit trees, flowers 
and vegetables; and is otherwise given 
over to gardening. This largely holds 
good in Continental Europe—that is, 
what I have seen of it. There was a riot 
of flowers, when it came to luxurious 
growth and a variety of colors. The 
“May flowers” and violets held consid- 
erable attention, the bluebells had every- 
thing beat; there were acres of them, 
that waved like the sea billows when 
tossed by the gentle winds. 


OLD LONDON AT CORONATION 
TIME 

The bus lines were not runring on ac- 
count of the strike, which made it very 
awkward to get about in London—the 
world’s largest city—with its population 
of eight million largely swelled by visitors 
from all over the world, who had been 
coming for weeks by the train and ship- 
load. The underground lines were run- 
ning, but there was a jammed up mass 
of people waiting in line almost day and 
night trying to board these trains. The 
excitement was running so high during 
the days that immediately preceded the 
crowning of the king that it was very 
difficult to arouse interest in other 
things, especially religion. According -o 
the press reports, more than nine thov-

the world but that the world through 
Him might be saved. If you see your 
brother down and almost out, don’t keep 
him that way just because you can, but 
be the good Samaritan to him. Luke 10: 
34. Thank God for a spirit like that, 
that’s brotherhood. There’re some preach- 
ers who get on the outs with their flock 
and probably take the spite out un some 
certain one (of course, I’m not talking 
about Church of God preachers) and 
they won’t be satisfied until they get that 
person out of the church and completely 
out of their way, when all the time this 
lean soul needed the milk of the Word 


when you were trying to give it old 
stale meat, Some encouragement from 
suffer 


a shepherd who was willing to 
with the flock, instead of a continual 
drive all the time, would have helped, 
probably. Read Gen. 33:13. (I deviated 
a little from my subject.) 

God forbid that th: error of Baalam 
should ever creep into the Church of God. 
Notice too, that this 11th verse of Jude 
says, “They ran greedily after the error 
of Balaam for REWARD.” Now this re- 
ward may not be money altogether, but 
popularity, or applause. My, just look 
how this world is running after popular- 
ity, wanting some one to notice them. 
They love the praise of men more than 
of God, the great Creator of this uni- 
verse. Well, that is just a mark of apos- 
tasy and a sign pointing to the second 
coming of Christ Jesus. 

Another way they are like Balaam, and 
which is a sure mark of the false teach- 
ers, is their doctrine. We notice that the 
Pergamos church had the doctrine of Ba- 
laam. Rev. 2:14. And listen, when the 
doctrine of Balaam gets into the church 
the only thing for it to do is to repent. 
Rev. 2:16, Some one might be heard say- 
ing that the preachers of today have to 
preach a modern religion to fit in with 
the modern world, saying it’s no harm in 
this little thing or that but it is educa- 
tional. Yes, saying, “It’s no harm 
to have your hair cut, for that’s the 
style or the custom now, you know. Oh, 
it is no harm to use tobacco.” There was 
a certain preacher in the town where I’m 
pastor (just think, a minister at that) 
who was foolish enough to tell me that 
the leading doctors would tell you that 
you had to have a certain amount of 
nicotine to make your food digest and 
that you might as well get it from smok- 
ing as any other way. God help us to see 
the filthy stain upon our civilization. J 
don’t suppose cigarettes ever went to 
school only when they went in the pocket 
of some of the students, but they are 
pretty good mathematicians for they add 
to man’s nervous troubles, they subtract 
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from his physical energy and they divide 
his mental power. But say brother, this 
is not a modern or a new doctrine as 
some one might say, but it is just the 
resurrection of the Balaam doctrine. Oh 
that doctrine, that doctrine! Such doc- 
trine some people can present to the ears 
of an intelligent, thinking class of peo- 
ple and then people run after it like a 
police would a hit-and-run driver. Tre- 
mendous it is, some even denying the 
virgin birth of our Lord Jesus Christ, de- 
nying the power to save to the uttermost, 
when, praise God, I believe there is 
enough efficacy in one drop of the blood 
of Christ to blog out every transgression 
and sin committed in the United States. 
They will deny the power to heal when 
the Psalmist David said He (the Lord) 
would heal all of our diseases, Psa. 103:3. 

There is atheism and their main object 
is to destroy the faith that was once de- 
livered to the saints. And there is the 
doctrine which goes far enough as to 
deny the trinity. I wouldn’t lose my time 
trying to prove thar there is a God (lit- 
tle fellows like me ought to stay close to 
the shore line), nor try to prove that the 
Godhead is a Trinity. Nobody needs such 
an argument but a fool. There are num- 
bers of other doctrines that aim their ar- 
rows right at the Church of God. But 
thanks be unto God, it is based and buiit 
on the Word of God, 

You may ask, because there is so much 
poison doctrine being taught, What 
church must I attend or which must I 
join? Will you let me speak a word right 
here? If you went to a restaurant, went 
in and picked up the menu, looked it 
over, then asked for pork chops and they 
should say, We don’t have that, then you 
ask for mashed potatoes and they say, No, 
we don’t have that. You say, Well, give 
me some cornbread and molasses, and 
they don’t have that either, would you 
just keep on going there because your 
friends went there? No, I don’t believe 
you would. What would be the use of 
going there? You couldn’t get what you 
wanted. So go to the church where they 
preach and serve what is written down 
in the menu (the Bible), the Bible right- 
ly divided, the New Testament being the 
only rule for government and discipline, 
and I believe as you begin to look with 
an open heart, you wil! find the true 
Church. 

You say, Brother Smith, What then is 
Balaam’s doctrine? His doctrine was his 
teaching Balak to corrupt the people who 
could not be cursed, by tempting them to 
marry Moabitish women, causing them to 
defile their separation and to abandon 
their pilgrim character. It is that union of 
the world and of the church which is 
spiritual unchastity, Jas. 4:4, like the way 
the Church of God takes a stand against 
the wicked vices of this world and | 
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love its teachings and every member, but 
if it began to unite with the world 1 
would sever my connection with it for- 
ever. But praise God, the Founder and 
Head said the gates of hell shall NOT 
prevail against it. Matt. 16:18. The Per- 
gamos church had lost that pilgrim char- 
acter and was dwelling where Satan’s 
throne is, Rev. 2:13, which is the world. 
It seems today that religious professors 
are trying to get just as close to the world 
as they possibly can, not just exactly in 
the sear where Satan dwelleth but just 
close by or near, so near they look like 
the world. 

People who have yoked up with the 
world, there is one thing sure and cer- 
tain, they are destitute of the Spirit of 
God and the power that quickens our 
mortal bodies. Their spiritual wells have 
dried up. 2 Peter 2:17. Their words are 
learned and pretentious, v, 18. People 
cannot understand the Bible from the 
educational standpoint alore. If holy men 
wrote the Bible and spoke as they were 
moved by the Hoiy Ghost, it will sure- 
ly take the same process to get the right 
interpretation or revelation. Apostasy 
teachers will promise you liberty while 
they themselves are the servants of cor- 


ruption. Say, brother or friend, you ab- 


solutely cannot substitute your philoso- 
phies and ideas and get freedom, nor 
give others freedom.

AN OPEN DOOR FOR MISSIONS 


There is a great opportunity for mi}- 
sion work in London, for while th 
have many churches in proportion to t 
population, there is a lack of spiritualit 
among them, and a real Pentecostal re 
vival is needed. Many of the churches 
have had to close their doors for want otf 
adherents. Some of the Full Gospel peo- 
ple have taken advantage of this situa- 
tion, by taking over these buildings for 
revival work. For an example of what 
can be done, I should like to mention two 
churches located in the neighborhood 
where I was staying while in the capitai. 
One of these had taken over a large stone 
church which seats a thousand to fifteen 
hundred people, I should judge—includ- 
ing lower floor and gallery. I can’t give 
you any definite figures, as regards what 
these people are doing, but I do know 
they are having wonderful success. Theit 
latest conventions were held in the world- 
famous Crystal Palace—holding several 
thousand—until it burned down, since 
my last visit to England. Lately they 
met for their convention in the Royai 
Albert Hall in London, where they ex- 
changed greetings with the king and 
queen and the royal family. I am told 
that this auditorium seats around 10,000 
people—nearly twice as large as the place 
in Chattanooga, where our last General 
Assembly was held—and yet it was 
crowded out. 


The next group I wish to mention, 
took over a large church built of stone 
and brick, that seats about a thousand— 
including the choir lofts. To give our 
readers some idea of what they are do- 
ing, they put out about seven and a half 
million tracts—free—printed in many 
languages, during the last year, and five 
hundred new tract workers were added 
to their force. They never take up any 
collections, but their members and friends 
put their offerings in the mission boxes 
placed in the church, and send them in 
by mail. They collected, in round num- 
bers, the equivalent of $15,825.00 in 
American money last assembly year. The 
secret of their success lies in the fact, 
they are a missionary church, for out of 
thirty missionaries and preachers they 
support, twenty-six are in foreign fields; 
namely, Africa, Brazil, Belgium, China, 
India, Egypt, Japan and Poland. Both 
these churches own their own buildings, 
the poorest one being valued at some 
$30,000.00, and the latter named assem- 
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bly refers to its work as the “Church of 
God” and are wel! organized on Bible 
lines, in order to carry out such a splen- 
did program. They have been organized 
for twenty-five years, and have the Holy 
Ghost baptism according to the apostolic 
pattern. Their missionary budget calls 
for an expenditure of $18,000.00 during 
the year of 1937, as they are adding new 
missionaries to their list, and they are 
going at it like they were sure of their 
goal, though they do not have any en- 
dowment to look forward too, and do 
not have any wealthy members or friends 
among their number. 


A TOUR OF ENGLAND AND 
WALES 


I made a circle tour of England and 
Wales during this rime, and held meet- 
ings in several places, I was welcomed 
everywhere, and considerable interest 
was manifested in the Pentecostal message 
and the Church of God. While in South 
Wales I was entertained in the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Wm. Davies at Llanharry, 
North Pontyclun, and preached there 
and at another place near by. The Welsh 
people are very hospitable and are open- 
hearted when it comes to receiving the 
gospel. This is the scene of one of the 
world’s most noted revivals, and the re- 
vival fires are not yet quenched, thank 
the Lord. Wales is a beautiful country, 
most of the houses are of stone and brick 
and are well built; this holds good in the 
mining towns, where you never see the 
familiar tumbled-down shacks, they call 
residences in many coal fields. The way 
is now open for the Church of God in 
Wales in two or three places, where they 
are without pastors. Don’t some of you 
feel the call? One does not need to speak 
Welsh, as English is spoken everywhere. 

In the north of England I met Brother 
Jack Whittle, formerly of Bisbee, Ariz., 
and was lodged in his home. There was 
considerable interest manifested in that 
part of the country as we went from 

‘ace to place in the meetings. Even the 
Church of England opened its doors—a 
most unusual procedure—and the minis- 
ter called on me, and personally invited 
me, though I was obliged to refuse ow- 
ing to pressing engagements. I returned 
to London from there, where I finished 
up my correspondence work, and com- 
pleted the manuscripts for my book— 
“Around the World With the Gospei 
Light”—before I set sail for Continental 
Europe.
